REPARATIONS PROBLEMS.

: , . Paris, May 29. 
The Belgian trovernment's: proposals for a settlement vf the 
reparations question was recently submitted to the French Govern- 
ment. Their aim, according to the Matix, is the securing of a 
“total payment af £2,000,000,000, plus the yield from Allied participa- 
tion to the extent of 25 per cent. in German industrial concerns. 
The payment would’ be secured through the establishment af Jarge 
companies throughout Germany, in which the Allies would con- 
siderably participate with the purpese of controlling productian 
and sale of certain commodities, also to operate, the German 
Government monopolies,, like the tsilwars, altogether yielding 
£120,000.000 annually, namely six per-cent. interest on £2,000,000,000.

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“OPIUM SMUGGLING. 


Interesting Arguments in 
Shipping Case. 


. Some interesting arguments 
were submitted before Mr, J. R. 
Wocd at the Magistracy yesterday 
afternoon in the case in whieh 
the firm of Messrs. Jardine, 
Matheson and Company were sum- 
moned by the ‘Superintendent of 
Imports and Exports for allowing 
their steamer, the Loong Sang, to 
be used for the conveyance of 
expertation of 500 taels of pre 
pared opium on April 27th.” 

Mr. E. Davidson, addressing the 
Magistrate on behalf of the de 
fendant company, said that the 
Ordinance was. one of those 
Passed to prevent people doing 
what they very much wanted to 
do, the smuggling of opium.’ It 
was, he thought, the experience. of 
every country that when they 
wanted t> do that, they had to 
be very drastic in their legisla- 
tion, and this particular Ordi-+ 
nance Was acase in point It was 
obvious, for example, that to 
prove that nobody on board the 
ship was copcerned in the smug- 
gling of opium was from the.start 
an absolute impossibility. If ther 
took the language cf the Ordi- 
nance in its ordinary meaning 
tha? had te be proved up to the 
hilt. Et meant proving a negative, 


jand a particularly difficult kind

After the shoots are out from 
the palm branches they are boiled 
until soft and light yellow in 
colour. They are then hung up 
in some shady plaos where there 
is & direct current of pure air, 

The green layers that would 
beve expanded into leaves are 
now torn out by the teeth of the ° 
workers or else cut into atrips 
with & comb-shaped knife.. When
